To wash white or dainty colored 
•Ilk waiats (only one should lie wash¬ 
ed at a time) take a bowl of warm — 
not hot—water and add sufficient soaji. 

Lay In the 
waist and If much soiled allow It to 1 
soak for twenty minutes except lu the 
case of a dainty color, which may ruu.

Feed with perfect regularity. If uot 
fed regularly, sheep fret aud lose in 
condition. 

If any fodder Is left in the racks, 
dean It out before putting In a fresh ! 
supply. 

Give all stubs and hay from the 
sheep racks to the colts. 

Keep salt in a box In each pen. 
Sheep eat lots of salt. 

Be sure that you are not wintering a | 
lot of ticks. Ticks will make sheep 1 

Keep the liens level. Fin up hollow 
and uueren places. 

No other animals should ever be al¬ 
lowed in the sheep yards. 

The Sheep cannot defend themselves 
and are liable to be Injured In many 
ways.

THE SHREWMOUSE. 


The shrew, or shrewmouse. as It Is 
commonly called. Is fouud lu nearly all 
parts of the world It Is distinguished 
by an elongated, pointed muzzle, small 
eyes, plantigrade, six toed feet and 
glands that secrete a musky fluid A1 
together it closely resembles a mouse, 
but It is really not related to the mouse 

When at borne It Is either under a 
pile of rubbish or iu a bol* which tt 
has burrowed in the earth It Is noc¬ 
turnal lu its habits, but perfectly harm¬ 
less. Yet at one time it was much dis¬ 
liked aud pe. rented because tt was 
thought to Ih- n dangerous, mischievous 
animal. Among the linllana the notion 
waa prevale- • that the bite of a shrew 
was extreme! • poisonous. The French 
aud the English believed that if n 
shrew ran over an animal's foot the 
animal felt great pain and eventually 
became paralyzed: hence If a horse, 
a cow or a goat became a little stiff In 
its limbs the foolish people at once de¬ 
clared It “shrew struck,” and the poor 
'shrews bad to snffer iu consequence 

Of course the ‘‘shrew struck” animal 
bad to have something to cure It. so an 
asb tree was selected and a deep hole 
wa* bored Into Its trunk. Then a 
shrew was captured, put alive Into the 
hole, the hole was securely plugged, 
and the Innocent little animal wus left 
to die of starvation 

The Ignorant believed that after 
sut-b au act the ash tree had power to 
cure “shrew struck" animals, and 
whenever an animal became Inactive 
or a little numb In Its limbs Its owner 
hurried to the “shrew ash." cut a 
switch from It and switched the 
‘‘shrew struck*' beast. The smarting 
caused by the switching naturally 
made the helpless anlmnl move about 
as much as it possibly could, aud In a

Never Drench Cattle. 

Drenching cattle Is a dangerous prac¬ 
tice. If a cow’s bead be raised as high 
as possible and her mouth kept opeu 
by tbe drenching bottle or horu a por¬ 
tion of the liquid Is very apt to paws 
down tbe windpipe into the lungs, 
sometime* causing Instant death by 
smothering, at other tlpies causing 
death to follow in a few days from 
congestion or Inflammation of tbe 
lungs. 

GJve all cattle their medicine hypo¬ 
dermically or In feed. If they refuse 
feed, give It dry on the tongue. 

The proper method of giving a cow 
medicine is to stand on the right side 
yf the cow. placing the left arm around 
the nose aud at tbe same time open¬ 
ing her mouth, and with a spoon in the 
right hand place the medicine, which 
should be In a powdered 'form, back on 
the tongue. She can then swallow 
with safety.—Dr. David Uoberts in 
Wisconsin State Veterinarian.

Ths Separator.

As 
cows are usually cared for and handled 
there are always some dirt and dandruff 
from ths cow's udder.that get luto the 
milk. These catlnot always be caught In 
a strainer, but lf It passes through it is 
Included with the slime which remains 
to ths separator bowl. The Germnu 
trials indicate that most of the bacteria 
remain with tt.
